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In  the  1st  month,  John  Wroe  again,  in  obedi- 
ence to  a  command  wandered  through  the  fields, 
<fcc.  for  fourteen  days.  The  scenes  of  his  wander- 
ings, were  parts  of  Lancashire,  Cheshire,  and  Der- 
byshire, and  he  was  frequently  out  of  doors  all  night ; 
although  there  was  a  very  hard  frost,  and  begged  his 
food  from  the  public,  that  as  it  was  with  him  it 
should  be  with  them,  and  he  received  nothing  from 
the  believers  in  his  visitation ;  and  he  got  but  very 
little  to  eat  during  this  time.  One  morning  he  cal- 
led at  a  house  near  Kettleshulme,  and  asked  for 
a  little  water  to  drink  :  they  had  just  killed  a  pig, 
and  brought  him  a  bason  of  the  blood.  The  scarcity 
of  bread  of  which  this  was  a  type  came  within  the 
same  year,  from  failure  of  trade. 

On  Sunday  afternoon,  the  ltitb  of  the  4th  month, 
John  Wroe  preached  in  the  meeting-room  of  the 
believers,  at  Bradford,  to  a  large  congregation,  and 
he  reminded  them  of  his  travelling  in  the  fields  for 
fourteen  days,  in  1824,  and  eating  blackberries, 
wheat,  and  nuts,  and  how  they  stoned  him  and  trod 
him  under  foot;  also  of  his  telling  them  in  1825 
how  it  would  end  with  the  wool-combers,  which 
came  to  pass,  and  the  mockery  which  had  been 
concerning  it,  and  the  mockery  which  had  been  in 
the  Newspapers  concerning  him,  saying,  "O  what 
I  abide  for  Bradford,11  but  now  the  substance 
was  come  upon  it  of  the  shadow  he  was  made  to 
bear  :  being  according  to  the  word  of  the  Lord,  "  I 
will  bring  nothing  upon  either  the  world  or  my  peo- 
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pie,  but  I  will  bring  it  upon  thee  the  first."  "  But" 
he  added,  "  Now  the  Lord  is  going  to  turn  his  hand 
to  you  again,  and  you  will  all  be  in  work  again,  then 
ye  will  rise  up  against  me  and  stone  me,  and  tread  me 
under  your  feet.  But  afterward  the  evils  will  re- 
turn,  and  be  much  greater  than  at  present,  so  that 
the  present,  compared  vtith  that,  is  only  like  a  few 
drops  of  rain  before  a  heavy  shower."  All  were  in 
work  again  soon  after. 

In  the  5th  month  John  Wroe  preached  at  Leeds, 
Wakeiield,  and  other  places.  On  the  29th,  he  pro- 
ceeded to  London,  hi  the  afternoon  he  told  me 
that  we  should  have  fine  weather  during  the  whole 
of  our  journey,  also  that  the  weather  would  be  very 
dry  and  hot,  so  as  to  greatly  injure  the  harvest; 
which  was  fulfilled  in  regard  to  the  hay.  On  the. 
2nd  of  the  6th  month,  between  Thorne  and  Hull,  he 
lold  me  it  would  often  appear  likely  to  rain,  but 
scarcely  any  would  come,  and  we  should  not  oret 
our  clothes  wet  in  all  the  journey,  neither  did  we  ; 
for  although  we  had  beard  of  it  having  rained  at 
distant  places,  none  came  at  the  places  at  which  we 
were.     This  journey  lasted  about  three  weeks. 

On  the  26th  of  the  6th  month,  John  Wroe  visited 
Martha  Muff,  who  had  for  several  days  previous, 
been  very  ill,  and  appeared  dying.  John  said  that 
at  two  o'clock  in  the  morning  of  the  above-men- 
tioned day,  it  was  made  known  to  him  that  she 
would  be  restored  to  her  former  health ;  and  he 
went  and  told  her  so,  in  the  presence  of  her  hus- 
band, son,  and  several  others  ;  and  she  was  restored 
accordingly.     Signed,  S.  Muff,  &c.  Wibsey. 

In  the  10th  month,  John  Wroe  received  a  letter 
from  David  Hainsworth,  of  Leeds,  saying,  His  wife 
was  ill  of  the  dropsy,  and  wished  to  know  if  it 
would  be  right  for  her  to  take  any  medicine  ?  her 
case  was  a  pressing  one.  On  the  J  8th  inst.  John 
Wroe  was  answered  by  the  Spirit  as  follows  :    *<  He 
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may  get  a  doctor  to  her,  and  he  may  get  any 
thing  which  he  thinks  will  do  her  good,  but  I  will 
confound  them,  for  I  will  draw  her  unto  me."  And 
she  died  about  five  days  after. 

From  William  Tillotson.  Birmingham,  2nd  of 
1st  month,  I  spoke  to  a  few  people,  in  an  upper 
room,  from  Ruth  iv.  4,  5.  "  And  he  said,  I  will  re- 
deem it.  Then  said  Boaz,  What  day  thou  buyest 
the  field  of  the  hand  of  Naomi,  thou  must  buy  it 
also  of  Ruth  the  Moabitess,  the  wife  of  the  dead,  to 
raise  up  the  name  of  the  dead  upon  his  inheritance.''- 
which  I  endeavoured  to  apply  to  the  people  who  be- 
lieved in  the  visitation  to  the  woman  to  warn  that 
the  kingdom  of  God  was  at  hand,  that  he  was  going 
to  redeem  his  inheritance,  and  that  whoever  would 
might  be  co-heirs  with  him  :  many  put  in  their  claims, 
but  when  the  Lord  laid  before  them  the  conditions 
on  which  they  were  to  be  heirs  of  his  kingdom, 
they  feared  that  they  should  mar  their  inheritance 
which  they  had  in  the  world,  viz.  their  honour,  their 
pleasure,  their  houses,  their  land.  I  spoke  also  of 
the  necessity  of  the  Spirit  of  Prophecy  which  vi- 
sited the  woman,  continuing  to  visit  some  one  af- 
ter her,  to  be  as  a  standard,  to  give  a  sure  word  of 
Prophecy  unto  the  believers,  and  that  those  who  re- 
ceived it  were  the  remnant  of  the  woman's  seed, 
which  keep  the  commandments  of  God,  (Rev.  xii. 
17;)  that  they  may  have  right  to  the  tree  of  life, 
and  that  it  was  on  this  earth  that  the  tree  of  life  was 
to  be  possessed,  and  not  in  heaven  above.  I  intro- 
duced several  other  subjects — one  of  Christ  as  a 
Prophet,  Priest,  and  King — the  first  a  prophet,  that 
office  extending  to  the  end  of  the  old  Testament,  or 
the  end  of  the  fourth  thousand  years :  the  second,  a 
priest,  making  atonement  for  the  sins  of  the  world, 
enduring  near  two  thousand  years:  the  third,  a 
king  coming  to   reign   on   earth  a  thousand  years, 
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making  the  kingdom  of  this  world  the  kingdom  of 
God  :  that  now  was  the  fulness  of  the  times,  when 
God  had  sent  forth  his  Son  made  of  a  woman,  to  re- 
deem those  who  are  under  the  Law,  (Gal.  iv.)  that 
they  might  receive  the  adoption  of  sons,  which  Paul 
said  they  were  waiting  for,  "We  groan  within  our- 
selves, waiting  for  the  adoption,  to  wit,  The  re- 
demption of  our  bodies/'  (Rom.  viii.)  Spoke  also 
on  the  simplicity  of  the  command  given  in  the  be- 
ginning, the  transgression  of  which  was  followed  by 
the  forfeiture  of  Paradise,  and  the  tree  of  life ;  so 
now  that  the  point  of  time  was  arrived  for  men  to 
return  to  the  long-lost  possession  of  their  father, 
they  would  be  tried  by  commands  which  would  ap- 
pear simple,  but  their  obedience  would  secure  to 
them  a  right  to  the  tree  of  life. 

On  the  evening  of  the  2nd  I  spoke  to  a  few  peo- 
ple in  the  Welch  Chapel,  from  Gen.  xlix.  14,  15. 
"  Issachar  is  a  strong  ass  couching  down  between 
two  burdens:  and  he  saw  that  rest  was  good,  and 
the  land  that  it  was  pleasant,  and  he  bowed  his 
shoulder  to  bear,  and  become  a  servant  unto  tribute. " 
That  to  obtain  the  rest  that  remaineth  for  the  people 
of  God  we  must  obey  his  commandments,  by  which 
we  should  be  esteemed  by  the  world  only  as  asses, 
yet  if  we  bowed  our  shoulders  to  bear  to  this,  and 
the  other  chastisements  which  might  be  permitted 
to  come  upon  us,  we  should  find  them  to  be  but 
light  afflictions,  which  would  endure  but  for  a  mo- 
ment, and  would  work  out  for  us  a  far  more  ex- 
ceeding and  eternal  weight  of  glory. 

London,  12th,  attended  a  meeting  called  by 
Tozer,  to  appoint  a  committee  of  twelve  persons, 
to  consider  on  the  means  necessary  to  be  adopted, 
for  the  propagation  of  the  visitation  to  the  woman, 
or  to  set  the  candle  upon  the  candlestick,  that  it 
might  give  light  to  all-  in  the  house  :  after  submit- 
ting this  to  the  meeting,  he  requested  that  all  who 
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were  agreeable  to  it,  would  hold  up  their  hands  : 
very  few  did  so  ;  he  then  said,  "  It  appears,  friends, 
that  the  work  is  to  drop/'  Several  persons  spoke 
afterwards.  I  spoke  three  times,  and  in  course, 
said,  From  the  observations  which  some  had  made, 
it  would  appear  that  they  were  almost  afraid  that  the 
Lord's  work  would  fall  to  the  ground,  but  although 
it  did  not  seem  to  appear  at  present,  it  would  do  in 
the  Lord's  time;  but  until  then  we  must  wait,  for 
man  can  do  nothing.  They  may  bend  their  bows, 
shoot  their  arrows,  and  blow  up  their  sparks,  b&t  all 
would  be  in  vain  ;  but  the  Lord  would  support  his 
work,  and  with  him  it  was  established,  and  was  go- 
ing on,  and  would  not  tarry,  and  we  ought  to  be  con- 
tent and  wait  in  the  strength  of  the  promise,  which 
was  as  the  pillars  of  heaven  which  could  not  be 
moved.    Also  several  other  things. 

On  Sunday  the  15th,  spoke  from  Isaiah  x.  7. 
"  Howbeit  he  meaneth  not  so,  neither  doth  his  heart 
think  so,  but  it  is  in  his  heart  to  destroy  and  cut  off 
nations  not  a  few."  Which  I  applied  to  the  shep- 
herds, whose  designs  were  more  to  have  people  not 
a  few,  than  to  honour  God. 

On  the  31st  inst.  I  spoke  from  John  vi.  11,  12. 
"  And  Jesus  took  the  loaves  :  and  when  he  had 
given 4banks,  he  distributed  to  the  disciples,  and  the 
disciples  to  them  that  were  set  down  ;  and  likewise 
of  fishes  as  much  as  they  would.  When  they  were 
filled  he  said  unto  his  disciples,  Gather  up  the  frag- 
ments that  remain,  that  nothing  be  lost."  That  the 
five  loaves  and  fishes  was  the  Gospel  of  the  com- 
mon salvation  ;  and  the  fragments  the  Gospel  of 
the  redemption  of  the  body,  Rom.  viii.  23.  a  basket 
for  each  of  the  twelve  tribes  of  Israel. 

Sunday  evening,  5th  of  2nd  month,  London,  spoke 
from  Psalm  cvii.  43  ;  "  Whoso  is  wise  and  he  shall 
understand  these  things,  even  they  shall  understand 
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the  loving  kindness  of  the  Lord,''  which  I  applied  to 
the  doctrines  of  the  kingdom  of  God  upon  earth, 

Sunday  forenoon,  12th,  Bristol,  I  spoke  about  the 
imperfection  of  human  understanding,  even  in  the 
best  of  men — of  the  changes  which  had  succeeded 
each  other  since  Jiie  commencement  of  the  Chris- 
tian era  ;  which  doubtless,  were  affected  by  the  in- 
terposition of  the  Almighty  by  the  instrumentality 
of  men,  yet  these  men  were  not  free  from  error; 
that  God  respected  no  forms  or  names  in  them- 
selves :  he  chose  Jerusalem  to  put  his  name  there, 
when  the  people  forsook  him  he  forsook  the  place, 
and  delivered  it  to  be  destroyed  ;  so  he  had  ap- 
pointed in  the  after  ages,  several  different  outward 
ways,  for  man  to  worship  him  in  ;  but  when  they 
trusted  in  those  forms,  he  forsook  them. 

Afternoon,  in   the  country,  I  spoke  from  Luke 
xxiv.  44,  45.     "  And  he  said  unto  them,  These  are 
the  words  which  I   spake  unto  you,  while  1  was  yet 
with  you,  that  all  things  must  be  fulfilled,  which  were 
written  in  the  law  of  Moses,  and  in  the  Prophets, 
and  in  the  Psalms,  concerning  me.     Then  opened 
he  their  understanding,  that  they  might  understand 
the  Scriptures.'"     That  the  things   alluded  to  were 
those  fulfilled  at  that  time,  which  I  endeavoured  to 
point  out,  but  that  there  were  other  things,  in  the 
Law,  Prophets  and  Psalms,  which  were  not  fulfilled, 
spoke  of  Jesus  Christ  appearing  to  the  two  disci- 
ples in  his  own  form,  yet  they  did  not  know  him; 
and  so  we  had  all  read  the  Scriptures,  but  no  more 
understood  them  than  the  two  disciples  knew  Jesus 
before  he  opened  their  eyes. 

Same  afternoon,  in  the  open  air,  Broad  Plain, 
from  Matt.  xiii.  51.  "  Have  ye  understood  all  these 
things?  They  say  unto  him,  Yea,  Lord;"  of  the 
gifts  of  God  to  man  for  edification,  and  of  the  time 
when  they  would  cease,  (viz.  when  the  millennial 
reign  commenced.) 
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Monday  13th,  same  place,  from  Mark  x.  29,  30. 
"And  Jesus  answered  and  said,  Verily  1  say  unto 
you,  There  is  no  man  that  hath  left  house,  or  bre- 
thren, or  sisters,  or  father,  or  mother,  or  wife/ or 
children,  or  lands,  for  my  sake,  and  the  Gospel's, 
but  he  shall  receive  an  hundred  fold  now  in  this 
time,  houses  and  brethren,  and  sisters,  and  mothers, 
find  children,  and  lands,  with  persecutions,  and  in  the 
world  to  come,  eternal  life.'1  I  shewed  that  now  was 
the  time,  that  those  who  obeyed  the  commands  of 
God  would  be  blessed  with  every  natural  and  spi- 
ritual blessing.  I  spoke  also  of  the  great  and  terri- 
ble day  of  the  Lord,  (Mai.  iv,)  and  of  the  coming*  of 
Elijah  before  that  day  to  turn  the  hearts  of  the  fa- 
thers and  children  to  each  other  lest  the  earth  should 
be  smitten  with  a  curse,  which  curse  would  be  that 
no  flesh  would  be  saved,  none  being  ready  prepared 
to  meet  the  Lord,  but  for  the  elects'  sake  (the  peo- 
ple who  would  be  prepared,  the  days  would  be 
shortened,  and  their  bodies  would  not  be  smitten 
with  the  curse  pronounced  on  Adam,  but  would  be 
delivered  from  the  bondage  of  corruption,  &c. 

Sunday  afternoon,  19th.  In  the  country  adjacent 
to  Bristol,  spoke  from  Isaiah  xiv.  7,  "  The  whole 
earth  is  at  rest,  and  is  quiet :  they  break  forth  into 
singing,"  This  peace  and  rest  resulting  from  the 
destruction  of  that  monster  of  oppression  which  is 
the  subject  of  this  chapter,  which,  although  called 
the  King  of  Babylon,  is  spiritually  the  devil ;  as  the 
expression  as  a  substance,  could  no  more  apply  to 
the  King  of  Babylon  than  the  prophecies  concern- 
ing David  could  allude  to  him.  Same  evening*  at 
Bristol,  from  Hosea  ix.  10.  "  1  found  Israel  like 
grapes  in  the  wilderness."  I  pointed  out  that  the 
children  of  the  Lord  had  always  been  like  a  few 
clusters  of  grapes  in  a  whole  field  of  thorns.  I  spoke 
also  of  Joseph  being  a  type  of  Jesus,  and  Benjamin 
as  a  type  of  Shiloh,  and  referred  to  their  mother 
dying  on  the  birth  of  the  latter. 
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Sunday  forenoon,  26th,  Ilfracomb.  Spoke  on 
Psalm  clxxxvii.  6.  "  Let  my  tongue  cleave  to  the 
roof  of  my  mouth  ;  if  J  prefer  not  Jerusalem  above 
my  chief  joy,"  Afternoon,  on  the  sand,  Wilders- 
mouth,  to  a  large  congregation,  from  Revelations 
xii.  13.  "  Woe  to  the  inhabiters  of  the  earth  and 
of  the  sea,  for  the  devil  is  coming  down  nnto  you 
having  great  wrath,  beeause  he  knoweth  that  he 
hath  but  a  short  time,"  That  is,  a  short  time  to 
reign  on  earth,  because  he  knew  his  days  were 
shortened  for  the  sake  of  the  elect,  (Matt,  xxiv.  22.) 
who  cry  day  and  night  for  it,  (Luke  xviii.  7.)  and 
the  woes  were  denounced  on  the  inhabitants  of  the 
earth  because  Satan  would  blind  the  eyes  of  their 
understanding,  that  they  might  not  pray  to  be 
avenged  on  him, — referred  to  the  woes  pronounced 
by  our  Saviour,  to  come  on  earth  immediately  be- 
fore the  end,  (Luke  xxi.)  and  that  as  the  woes  came 
on  the  Jews,  for  rejecting  Christ  at  his  first  coming, 
so  would  they  come  on  all  nations  for  rejecting  him 
at  his  second  coming.  I  spoke  on  the  disadvantage 
it  would  be  to  mankind,  to  be  unacquainted  with  the 
visitation  of  the  Lord  to  warn  of  the  approach  of 
bis  millennial  kingdom,  when  he  had  given  it  for  an 
advantage.  I  was  informed  that  a  man  called  a 
Ciilvanist  said,  There  ought  to  be  an  earthquake  to 
swallow  me  up. 

Same  evening,  in  William  Quance's  house,  from 
Matthew  xxii.  36 — 40  "Thou  shalt  love  the  Lord 
thy  God  wilh  all  thy  heart,  and  with  all  thy  soul, 
and  with  all  thy  mind.  This  is  the  first  and  great 
commandment.  And  the  second  is  like  unto  it. 
Thou  shalt  love  thy  neighbour  as  thyself."  That  if 
a  man  possess  this  love,  it  will  lead  him  to  the  per- 
formance of  all  the  rest  of  the  laws  and  command- 
ments of  God,  as  our  Saviour  said,  "If  ye  love  me, 
keep  my  commandments,"  John  xiv.  15.  That  Abra- 
ham loved    God,   and   and  therefore  kept  his  com- 
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mandments  in  going  to  offer  up  his  son,  preferring 
it  above  his  chief  joy.  Also  from  Rev.  xvi.  15. 
"  Behold  I  come  as  a  thief.  Blessed  is  he  that 
watcheth,  and  keepeth  bis  garments,  lest  he  walk 
naked  and  they  see  his  shame."  That  this  garment 
was  the  white  robe  of  righteousness,  that  Adam  and 
Eve  were  clothed  with  it,  but  did  not  watch,  there- 
fore did  not  keep  it.  so  they  became  naked  and 
their  shame  was  seen  ;  and  they  made  aprons  of  fig- 
leaves  ; — hence  obedience  is  the  garment,  and  diso- 
bedience is  the  losing  of  it ;  and  it  is  by  obedience 
that  man  is  to  have  right  to  the  tree  of  life  on  earth, 
at  the  end,  (Rev.  xxii.)  as  it  was  by  disobedience 
be  lost  that  right  in  the  beginning,  (Gen.  iii.) 

Monday  evening,  27tb,  from  Rev.  xiv.  4.  "  These 
are  they  which  were  not  defiled  with  women ;  for 
they  are  virgins."  Gave  the  explanation,  as  up  to 
that  time  revealed,  that  is,  not  defiled  with  the  dis- 
obedience as  committed  by  the  woman  in  the  begin- 
ning; that  the  woman  while  under  the  fall,  or  the 
effects  of  her  disobedience,  the  law  of  sin  and 
death,  was  the  bond-woman,  and  her  children  were 
in  bondage  with  her,  and  were  defiled  by  her — 
that  when  redeemed  from  the  law  of  sin  and  death, 
she  was  the  free  woman,  and  her  children  were  not 
defiled, — the  type  of  the  bond- woman  set  in  Hagar, 
and  of  the  free-woman  in  Sarah,  (Gal.  iv.)  that  those 
not  defiled  with  the  woman  are  said  to  be  redeemed 
from  the  earth,  that  is,  from  the  curse,  as  promised 
on  Adam  to  return  to  the  earth,  but  that  thev  would 
receive  the  redemption  of  their  bodies,  (Rom.  viii. 
23.)  that  the  declarations  of  Paul  on  this  subject  was 
only  in  part,  (1  Cor.  xiii.  9.) 

Friday  evening,  3rd  of  3rd  month,  Devonport. — 
Spoke  on  Joseph  and  Benjamin,  that  Joseph  was  a 
type  of  Jesus,  that  he  was  sold  by  his  brethren  the 
Jews,  as  Joseph  was  sold  by  his;  and  as  Joseph 
was  cast  into  a  pit,  drawn  out,  and  afterwards  pro* 
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moted  to  be  the  next  unto  the  king  in  Egypt,  so 
was  Jesus,  laid  in  the  tomb,  but  rose  jgain  and  was 
exalted  to  the  right  hand  of  the  Majesty  on  high  ;f- 
but  as  Joseph's  brethren  were  forced  to  go  to  him 
for  corn  in  the  time  of  the  famine,  so  would  the 
Jews  have  to  go  to  Jesus  for  the  bread  of  life,  in  the 
time  of  great  trouble  of  which  he  spoke  ;  but  as  Jo- 
seph was  not  made  known  to  his  brethren,  until  they 
brought  Benjamin  his  younger  brother  with  them, 
so  the  Jews  would  have  to  bring  Shiloh  with  them, 
before  Jesus  would  be  made  known  to  them. 

Sunday,  5th,  Spoke  in  the  forenoon  in  the  be- 
lievers meeting-room,  and  in  the  afternoon  in  the 
brick-field,  to  a  very  large  congregation,  some 
mocked,  and  after  the  conclusion  threw  stones  and 
earth,  but  I  was  informed  that  many  took  much  in- 
terest in  what  had  been  laid  before  them,  Spoke  in 
the  evening  from  Micah  v.  that  the  Jews  were  given 
up  for  smiting  the  judge  of  Israel  with  a  rod  upon 
the  cheek,  and  putting  to  death  the  Lord  of  life 
and  glory  ; — that  they  were  given  up  until  she  that 
travails  should  bring  forth  Shiloh  to  gather  them, 
(Gen.  xlix.  10.)  That  the  scriptures,  though  given 
by  inspiration  from  God,  that  the  man  of  God  might 
be  made  perfect,  (yet  many  parts  are  not  under- 
stood, being  given  in  mysteries,  but  they  were  given 
for  all  ages,  and  God  gave  man  to  understand  as 
much  of  them  in  every  age  as  was  good,  and  the 
parts  which  are  mysterious  must  be  made  plain  be- 
fore they  can  be  of  use  to  man.  But  man  could  not 
explain  them:  therefore  as  they  were  given  by  the 
Holy  Ghost,  by  the  Holy  Ghost  they  must  be  ex- 
plained, and  they  were  like  an  orchard  of  fruit-trees, 
all  the  fruit  is  not  ripe  at  once,  but  one  berry  ri- 
pens after  another,  and  some  are  ripe  when  others 

f  It  was  Judali  who  sold  Joseph,  and  Judas  who  sold  Je-( 
sus.  hut  Judali  sold  his  brother  out  of  the  pit,  but  Judas  sold 
Jtsus  into  \U 
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are  green;  and  that  which  is  ripe  we  pluck,  and 
leave  the  others  to  ripen,  which  can  be  of  no  use 
until  ripe ;  no  more  can  the  mysterious  parts  of 
scripture  be  of  use  till  they  are  explained  :  and  as 
one  berry  ripens  after  another,  so  one  verse  after 
another  is  explained,  and  there  is  only  a  verse  here 
and  there  which  we  can  comment  on,  which  are 
scattered  throughout  the  scriptures,  which  I  com- 
pared to  the  fragments,  which  were  gathered  up,  of 
the  five  loaves  and  two  fishes. 

Tuesday  evening,  7th,  Devonport,  Spoke  from 
Rom.  ix.  17.  "  For  the  Scripture  saith  unto  Pha- 
raoh, Even  for  this  same  purpose  have  I  raised  thee 
up,  that  I  might  shew  my  power  in  thee,  and  that 
my  name  might  be  declared  throughout  all  the 
earth. "  which  I  explained  as  revealed  in  the  visita- 
tion, that  Pharaoh,  spiritually,  was  Satan,  that  by 
his  destruction  the  name  of  the  Lord  would  indeed 
be  declared  in  an  infinitely  more  extended  degree 
than  it  could  be  by  the  destruction  of  Pharaoh. 
Also  verse  13,  "Jacob  have  I  loved,  but  Esau 
have  I  hated,"  that  man  was  the  Jacob,  whom 
God  loved. and  sent  his  son  to  die  to  save  him — but 
that  Satan  was  the  Esau  whom  he  hated,  and  died 
to  destroy  him.     (Heb.  ii.  14.) 

Sunday  afternoon  J 2th,  In  a  room  near  Bigbury, 
spoke  from  Matt*  vi.  33.  "  But  seek  ye  first  the 
kingdom  of  God  and  his  righteousness;  and  all 
these  things  shall  be  added  unto  you  :" — that  if  we 
sought  for  the  kingdom  of  God  to  be  established 
on  earth  (or  the  kingdoms  of  this  worid  to  become 
the  kingdom  of  God,  as  in  Rev.  xi.  15.)  we  were 
ready  for  any  thing  which  could  come,  whether  life 
or  death.  Spoke  of  the  days  beLig  shortened  for 
the  elect's  sake,  (Matt.  xxiv.  22,)  that  the  days  to 
be  shortened  were  those  of  Satan's  reign,  that  it 
would  not  continue  to  the  end  of  the  6000  years — 
that  the  elect,  were  those  who  were  crying  day  and 
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night  to  be  avenged  on  him,  (Luke  xviii.  7.)  as  he 
accuses  them  day  and  night,  (Rev.  xii.  10.) 

I  spoke  at  various  times  and  places  in  these 
parts,  until  about  the  end  of  the  3rd  month,  when  I 
returned  home. 

Our  design  in  all  these  labours  is  to  prevail  on 
men  to  be  looking  for  and  hastening  to  the  coming 
of  the  day  of  God,  (2  Peter  iii.  12.)  to  be  looking  and 
waiting  for  the  coming  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  (1 
Cor.  i.  7  ;  Heb.  ix.  28  ;  Phil.  iii.  20.)  to  be  contending 
for  the  faith  once  delivered  to  the  saints,  that  the 
Lord  will  come  with  ten  thousand  of  his  saints, 
Jude,  3,  14. 
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
